London, Oct. 20— Great Britain yester- 
day waB unexpectedly tumbled Into a big 
war acaro by a deapatoh to tho Times from 
Hongkong tolling of tho shorp moves mado 
by RusBia in gotting a firm grip on China. 
At tho same timo Groat Britain was aud- 
donly plnngod Into tho midst of real wintry 
weather with a heavy fall of snow in the 
north. Tho war Boare and cold weather still 
prevail, rivalling eaoh othor in their offortB 
to monopolize publio attention, with the 
former having a little tho better of it. Many 
people whoso opinions aro worth weighing 
did not hesitate to say that Groat Britain, if 
tho news turned out to be correct, was 
facing a crisis equal in gravity only to the 
ono whioh preceded the Crimean war, Dip- 
lomata have not yot recovered thoir equili- 
brium whioh was bo rndoly disturber!, and 
it seems likely that will not bo restored for 
somo timo to oome. Indeed some of the 
newspapers usually well informed, the St. 
James Gsusatto for inBtanco, went bo far as to 
say, - *Evon war with Russia would be Icbs 
disastrous than to allow her without a blow 
to get 

SUCH A ORI!" DPON CHINA." 

Tho Globe expresses tho opinion that 
neither Germany cor Amerioa could allow 
the Pacific to become a " Franco- Russian 
lake," and the Pall Mall Gazetbo Bald re- 
signedly "If this treaty ia to stand wo may 
roll up the map of Asia," and at the same 
time advised the re ocoupation of Port 
Hamilton by the British and the Immediate 
strengthening of the British fleet in far 
EiBtern watore, all of whioh waa quite exoit- 
ing and Interesting and led tho oold weather 
aB a topio of conversation. 

Apparently, however, the alarming newB 
from the East and the sudden oold from the 
north have no terrorB for Queen Viotoria 
for she haa continued her habit of driving a 
number of mileB daily in an open carriage, 
to the groat discomfiture of her youngest 
and favorite daughter, Princess Beatrice 
(Princess Henry of Battenburg) and her 
ladiea In waiting. Only the other day Hor 
MajoBty drove 12 miles In a regular snow- 
storm. 

Aa predicted aome time ago, the Queen 
and ex-Empresa Froderio of Germany (the 
eldeat of the Queon's children) have accom-

RELATIONS WITH THE RUSSIAN COURT." 

The Princess Henry ia a favorite sistor of 
the Czarina, who wbb formerly Prlnoeaa Alix 
of Hosbo. The Czarina haa invited Prince 
and PrinceBa Henry of Pruesla to viait her, 
and mado a special requoet that they repre- 
present tha Courh of Berlin at the approaoh- 
ing coronation of NioholaB II at Moscow. 

Prince Henry of Prusaia drew consider- 
able attention to himself last week by en- 
gaging in a 30 mile bicycle race with Prinoe 
Christian Victor. Tho Queen, with whom 
Prince Fenry is a great favorite on aoconnt 
of his lively disposition, witucBSed the con- 
test, which was w»n by Princo ChriBtian. 

Tho rumor thab tho Marquis of Salisbury, 
who is Socrotary of Stato for Foroign Affalra 
on well aa Premier, would resign tho former 
oflioo in order to make room for tho Marquis 
of Duiforin and Ava, now British ambas- 
sador at Paris, lias boon set at rest by the 
publication of a letter of tho ambassador in 
regard to hia reeignation of tho wardonship 
of tho Clnquo Ports, which was conferred 
upon tho MarquiB of Salisbury. In this let- 
ter tho Marquis of Dufferin Bays thab "at 
tho conclusion of his official careor next 
summer ho propones to reaido almoBt con- 
tinuously in Ireland."

This order is nob specially 
aimed ai any power, but Amerioa and 
Japan will ba tho ohiof Bufforers as for a 
long timo pass they havo been sending young 
offioore to Greenwioh for a two year's course. 
At present the only foreigners at the naval 
college aro two graduates of AnnapoliB und 
ono Japanese officer. Tho ordor, however, 
does not apply to bhose who aro now there. 

Tho Daily Telegraph says that tho White 
Star steamship lino has obtained the Ameri- 
can contraot for carrying the mails for a do- 
cade through the Majostio of their line b a'- 
ing the St. Louis in placing tho Now York 
mails In London.

The Hawaiian oonsul In London writes to 
the Times thab he has rocolvod official news 
that the oholera in Hawaii, the viotims of 
whioh were mostly natives, inoluded three 
Americans, and thab since Soptember 11 
only bwo oaaea have ocourrcd. 

The treaty between France and Mada- 
gascar haa been published. In brief, the 
Queen acoepta fch^ protectorate of Franco. 
Tho latter represents Madagaicar In ail 
foreign relations ; questions concerning for- 
eigner will be In the hands of a French 
resident general aud the republic under- 
takes bo protect Madagascar against all dan- 
gers. 

Timothy Healy and Messrs, Chance and

CAPTURED BY INSURGENTS. 



A Spanish Officer Compelled to Sur- 
render—Tried by Court Martial 
on His Release. 



Martinez de Campos Allows News- 
paper Correspondents to Ac- 
company His Troops, 



Havana, Oct. 26.— Lieut. Frunoiaao GaN 
lego, of tho Spanish navy, commander of the 
small guard boat Doa do Mayo, formerly a 
pilot boab, which waa oapturod by the in. 
aurgenta in AsRoradero Bay, near Santiago 
de Cuba, tho officer and orew being subse- 
quently released and brought hero prisoners, 
has been tried by court-martial. The evi- 
dence furnished ab the trial shows that the 
Lieutenant left Santiago de Cuba on board 
the Mayo with a crow of twolvo men, under 
vorbol ordors from tho commander of the 
Spanish cruiser Reina Mercedes, to which 
the Lieutenant and his men wero attached 
to watch .the sixty miles of ojasb be- 
tweon Torquino and Santiago de Cuba. 
He waa Instructs! to keep a 
sharp look oub for filibueterers, 
to watoh any suspicious movements ashore 
and nob to communioato with the land. Tho 
lieutenant obeyed orderB, bub on Ootobor 9 
he went into Asaeradero bay in order to fill 
the guard boat water casks, his supply hav- 
ing run oub. At thab point he sent a boab 
aahore with a corporal of marines in charge 
and with four Bailors ab tho oars. On land- 
ing the boat's orew sob about filling tho 
water caaka they had brought ashore with 
them, having to go some way inland and 
among the treea in order to reach a fresh 
water atream. 

While filling bhe caaks the Spanish Bailors 
were Buddonly aurrounded by a strong force 
of inBurgenbs and borne down by numbers 
before they could make any effeotive resist- 
ance. A man who was lefb in aharge of the 
boab of the Doa de Mayo gave tho alarm and 
the lieutenant ordered tho romaindor of his 
crew to quarbera, manned the rapid firing 
guna whioh formed the ormament of the 
little guard boab, and opened fire upon the 
Insurgents. The fire of the Dos 
de Mayo, however, had little or no effeob 
upon the onemy as Che latter were sheltered 
by bhe thiekntss of the woods ashore and 
by the dense undergrowth. After a while, 
seeing thab no damage was being done bo tho 
insurgents, Lieut. Gallego ordered the gun- 
ners of bho Dos de Mayo bo cease firing, and 
aometime later the onemy aent a message to 
oho gunboat saying thab bho prleoners cap- 
tured would be pub to death if 
the Lieutenant did nob surrender 
with the reab of hia crew and give 
cp the rapid firing gun and all its ammuni- 
tion, and all the small arms and their am- 
munition. The Lieutenant, desirous of sav- 
ing tho lives of the prisoners, asked what 
guarantee would be given him that he would 
not bo killed. The messenger thereupon re- 
turned to the shore, and eoon afterwards the 
insurgent leader, second in command of bhe 
force which had captured the Spanish sailors, 
went off to the Doa de Mayo, and HBSured 
Lieutenant Gallego thab the terms agreed 
upon would be aobed up to by the la- 
Burgents, 

The arracgemonb bo exchange arms and 
ammunition for the prisoners was then com- 
pleted. The lieutonanb handed over niner 
rifioa and nine swords bo bhe inaurgenba and 
alao gave up one bhonaandB rounds of am- 
munition. The quick-firing gun for some 
reason waa lefb on board, probably beoauBe 
ib waa only adapted for use on board ship 
and waa a oumboraome weapon. The inBur- 
genba then returned to bhe woods, and tho 
Doa de Mayo, when the captive 
Bailors had been returned on board, 
beg&n me king preparations lo leturn 
to Santiago do Cuba. Aa soon aa 
there waa wind enongh this was dono and in 
due course the guard boat anohored near the 
Reina Mercedes, at that porr, aod Lieut. 
Gallego, very much crestfallen ab his dis- 
grace, reported to tho commander of that 
waaship and was promptly plaaed under ar- 
rest. The crew of the Dub do Mayo wera 
alao kept under guard, and bhoy were all 
Bent hero for trial. The Bailors, however, 
were moro needed as witnesses than for any 
other purpose. They arrived here on. 
Thursday last. 

Tho lioutonanb during the course of his 
trial being asked why ho did nob arresb the 
insurgent leader when the latter wbb in his 
power, replied that ho hadplodged his word 
not to arrest or injure the InBurgonts and he 
kepb hiB word. Aakod why he did nob pull 
up anchor and get oub of Asaeradero bay 
when ho saw that his boat's crow was oap- 
bured, the lleutenanb answered that there 
was nob wind enough to give the Dos do 
Mayo Bteorage way and thab, besides, the 
in6urgentB had brought two field pieces 
down bo the shore and had placed them 
so advantageously that their fire would 
mosb likely have sunk tho guard boat 
in a very short bimr.

He 
was received ag the railroad station by tho 
King cf Saxony and the two BOvereignB 
walked together down tho front of tho guaid 
of honor and then diovo through tho town 
to the new law court buildings. Their 
Majesties were heartily oheored by the 
orowds cf people who lined tho routo, which 
wa,8 profusely decorated and linod by troops, 
military assooiatlonB and sohool children. 
The chit fa of the variona government de- 
partments and the federal councillor were 
present at the law oourtB, whoro tho arrival 
of the monaroha was announcod by a flourish 
of trumpets. 

Prince Hohenlobe, Imperial Chancellor, 
read the doournenta whioh were deposited 
beneath the laab atone of tho building In 
whioh reference was made to the impending 
unification of tho judicial system of tho 
country through the institution of a olvll 
code. They expreaa the hearty desire 
thab by ita verdiota the supreme courb will, 
"contribute to tho universal triumph of 
justioe, right and honesty and may they 
flourish in all the German towns." 

Baron von K*Btner, tho Bavarian Minis- 
tor, handed a trowel to the Emperor, and 
the President of the Reichstag, Baron von 
Baelbornberg, presented His Majesty with a 
mallet, with which ho struck the stone 
thrice and said: "In tho name of God, 
right shall remain right in Saxony," The 
Emperor again tapped the etono and 
the ceremony was concluded with 
" Hoch!" for the Emperor and tho King 
of Saxony, the judges of the suprome court 
and the president of the roichstag. At the 
banquet, which waa subsequently given in 
the main hall, His Majesty expressed' satis- 
faction with the new law court building 
and drank to i ta prosperity. Tho Emperor 
also drank tho ho»!th of Prinoo Hohenloho 
and the other gueata. 

An aocidenb occurred at the Dreedoner 
railroad station during tho evening. The 
depot was packed with people anxious to 
witness the Emperor's departure, and tho 
great pressure of the orowd boro down tho 
iron railings guarding tho platform. A boy 
waa killed and many were Beriously injured 
by the overturning of people whioh fol- 
lowed. 

ALASKAN BOUNDARY. 

Captain Dickens or the U. S. Survey Charges 
Canada With Having Changed Its 
Maps and Boundary. 

San Francisco, Oct. 26.— Captain E. F, 
Dickens, the ohief offio4r in ohargo of the 
Amerloan survey in Alai ka bo dotermino tho 
boundary betweon tho tnrrltory of the 
United Statoa and Canada, haa arrived in thiB 
olty from the North. Capb. Diokena talked 
about the work of tho aeason and also con- 
corning a general summary of the work ac- 
complished up to dato. " Tho Crab yoar of 
the survey the Canadian partioa worked 
with us to some exbenr," said Capt. Diokenp, 
" Wo had one of our members with the 
Canadian party, and they had one of their 
surveyors with ua. Since then they have 
gone by themBelvee, and this year wo have 
not met them. The Canadians never dis- 
covered until about one yoar ago that they 
had any claim. Then they suddenly ohang- 
ed their maps and boundary. 

" We have procoedod according to our 
understanding of the termB of tho treaty 
under whioh Alaska was acquired by tho 
United Statop, which rests on the agreo- 
monb reached some yoars ago botwoen 
Kussla and Great Britain concerning tho 
boundary. The Canadians want to gob a 
port of entry ab bho head of Lynn oanal for 
the Yukon and also to get everything east of 
Clarenco strait. They aro ignoring tho

insula. 

Tho alarming dispatch to the Times from 
Hongkong, announcing that Russia, by tho 
treaty recently concluded with China, has 
acquired the right to anchor her fleet ab Porb 
Arthur and build railroada which would con- 
neot Vladivostok with that porb, remains a 
greab aubjeot of newfpaper oomment, 
although the report haB nob yeb been 
confirmed by the Britiah foreign office. 

An editorial In the Uhronlolo aaya : We 
think thab thus monaoed by Russia Japan 
will refuse to evacuate Port Arthur. Ib Is 
not inconceivable thab if Ruaaia attempta 
Buoh a step England and Jauan will form an 
offensive and dofenalve alliance. If Lord 
Salisbury will only be able to makeup hia 
mind whab to do and how to do lb ho haa a 
ohanco bo gain high orodib for himeelf. 

Washington. Oct. 26. — Tho populabion 
of Japan, according to an estimate sent to 
the department of state by Conaul-Goneral 
Molvor, is 47,000,000, allowing :i,000.O0O 
for the newly acquired territory of For- 
mosa. Japan has records of hor population 
going hick to the year 610, when ib was 
4,088,842. This reoord also calls attention 
to the fuot that in point of area Japan, sinao 
Formosa was acquired, takes rank next be- 
low Spain, and stands about ovon with 
Swf den. 

Yokohama, Oct. 26 — According to a dia- 
potch from uativo sourcea, General Miuro, 
former Japanese minister to Koraa, and 
tho Japanese officials who loft Seoul und er 
an esuorc aftor the reported murder of the 
Queon, it being auspectod they wore con- 
cerned In the tragedy, were arrostod upon 
their arrival at Ukina.

Provinces of the oxtreme E.iat. In the East- 
ern Provinces thero waa a little friotion 
at first but good eenae and moderation pre- 
vailed and all denominations aB far aH edu- 
cation la concerned get along quite harmoni- 
ously. 

Wo are not lu a position to judge of the 
results of religious eduaatlon in tho Domin- 
ion. Whother the separate sohools of 
Ontario and QueDeo have turned out hotter 
men and women than the aoaular or nearly 
Becular schools of the Mmtimo Provinces 
East and WeBt there are no moans of finding 
out. Bub personal observation — whioh is 
nob always to be trusted, leads ub to oonolude 
that the eduoation thoy have reaelved In 
their youth has not made tho men and 
women of any province of the Dominion any 
better or any worae than the men and 
women of the other provinces. 



RELIGION IN THE SCHOOLS. 

The question of religion in the pubilo 
achools is juet now being seriously disoussed 
in both Europe and Amerioa. ThlB ia nob 
surprising, for the subjeob la one of great 
Intereab and importanoe. Neirly everyone 
believes that children ehould be early and 
constantly instructed in the truths of re 
llgion. Very few parents, no matter what 
they may be themselves, wish to see their 
children grow up altogether " godleas." 
The question ia, where is religious instruo 
tion to be given and who is to impart it 
A great many good people Bay that the 
Bohool ia the proper place In which the 
elementary truthB of religion ahould be 
taught, and that the aohool master or school 
miBtress should be the InBtruotor of roligion 
aa well as the other branohea of eduoation. 
They advance many good and strong reasons 
in support of this position. 

There are other people equally good and 
•well-meaning, who say that the advocates 
of religious teaching In the common eohoola 
may be right in the abatraot, if the parents 
were all of the flame roligion. But this la 
seldom tho oaso. In almost every sohooldia 
triot there are parents of many denomina 
tions ; if you are to teaoh religion in the 
schools, whose religion shall it be 1 And 
they ask, are teachers gonerally competent 
to teaoh religion 2 Where there is a diver- 
sity of denominations the attempt to teach 
religion in the publio eohoola is pretty euro 
to cause jealousy and to oreato strife. If 
we are to have public schools to whoso 
maintenance all denominations are forced to 
contribute (and it ia admitted in moab coun 
triea now that the State muat educate), 
it ia hotter to have the eduoation 
whioh all are required to pay for altogether 
secular. The religious eduoation of the 
ohildren muBt be looked after by tho parents 
and by the churoheB. We do not say that 
thie system ia perfeot, but we believe it to 
be the moBt practicable and tho best under 
tho oircumstancea. 

The objecta aimed by both the advocates 
of religion in the school and by tho uphold- 
ers of secular public eduoation are good. 
Both boliove that thoy have tho welfaro of 
tho community and of tho rising generation 
at hoart, and thoy can uurely discuss tho 
aubjeob temperatoly and rationally without 
saying hard things of each other or without 
denouncing or misrepresenting any religious 
denomination. But it ia not a little singu- 
lar that this very important quostlon is sel- 
dom discussed on ite merlta and in 
a spirit of Christian charity. For our part 
we cannot boo why tho advocates of tho two 
systems cannot rospeot each other's conviu 
tionB, and treat each other with courtesy. 
This, however, by bho way. 

What is oallod the separate school system 
has boon established in some mixed com- 
munities. In tho schoola undor this Byatem 
roligioua instruction is given. Tho separate 
schools aro generally dividod into Protoatant 
and Catholic. Thoro ia a public school 
system for all denominations, but ;!n dis- 
tricts whore the CatholicB aro numerous en- 
ough to maintain a school of thoir own, a 
separate school ia established, maintained by 
Catholio ratopayera and taught by a Cath- 
olic toacher. Roligion is taught in all 
tho aohools under this syatom. This ia tho 
eyatem whioh ia in operation in Ontario, and 
It has woikod fairly well. Thoro haa been 
somo ditlioulty as to the kind and quality of 
tho religious touching of tho publio sohools, 
but tho differonoos havo nob boon serious. 

In Quebec the Bohoola are dividod lnbo 
Catholio and ProteBtanb. Roligion is taught 
In all of them. The syatom thoro works 
with tolerable amoobhnosa. 

In tho Eastern Maritime Provinooa, Now 
Brunswick, Nova Sootia and Prinoo Edward 
Island, tho Byatem of publio eduoation may 
bo said to be aooular. Roligion ia nob en- 
tirely oxoluded from tho publio aohools, but 
It forma a very insignificant part of tho 
curriculum. Tho British Columbia ay-atom, 
aa far aa the religious olemont is concerned, 
very greatly resombles those of the Maritime 



ARBITRATION WANTED. 

A large number, porhapa the majority, of 
Amorican newspapers deolare that the 
boundary question between Groat Britain 
and Vonezuola should be submitted to arbi- 
tration. Tho Britiah publioiBb saya " there 
ia no question to arbitrate upon. Tho 
boundary ia on reoord and wo have an un- 
questioned righb to every inch of torrltory 
wo claim." "But," rejoins tho American, 
1 by the Monroe Dootrino tho Unltod States 
olaims the right to have a voioe In tho sotblo- 
ment of all questions ub regards territory 
botwecn an American republic and a Euro- 
pean power, We havo asserted that right 
now for over sovonty years and wo mast in- 
sist upon lb In this instance." Who gavo 
bhe United States that right 2 On what 
does ib ground its olaim J asks tho Britisher. 
The Amerioan will find it diffioult to answer 
those quostlona to the satisfaction of any 
reasonable man whose judgment is nob 
biassed by partiality to the United States. 
To aay that PreBidenb Monroo and his cab- 
inob came to the conclusion in 1823 that the 
tlmo had aome to put an end to further col- 
onization of tho Amerioan continent by 
European powera, and to make a doolara- 
tion that any suoh power thab should de- 
prive an American commonwealth of its in- 
dependence would bo regarded as an enemy 
of bhe United Stabos, would bo no anawor; 
for the question would Immediately arise, 
What righb had the Unitod States to inter- 
fere with the action of other nations and to 
constitute itself a protector of independent 
states without the wish or tho consont of 
those states 2 Doea it not appear reasonable 
thab before tho Unitod States tako8 action 
on the Monroe Doctrine It be made the 
aubjoot of arbitration 2 Are not the nations 
of Europe and the republioa of South and 
Central Amerioa entitled to be consulted as 
to whether they acquiesoe in this claim of 
the Unitod States to a kind of proteotorate 
over a very large part of both North and 
South Amerioa 2 Suoh a claim as is made 
by the Monroe Doctrine is, ono would think, 
a more fib subjeob for arbitration than a dis- 
pute about a boundary lino. 

In any case an authoritative interpretation 
of the Monroo Dootrino seemB to bo impera- 
tively requlrod. If the construction put 
upon ib by a hosb of Amerioan politicians 
and journaliata Is anything like correct the 
Unitod States can interfere in evory dispute, 
no matter what it may be about, that an 
Amorican Republio has with Great Britain 
or any other European nation. If they are 
right tho United States Is the greatest Inter- 
meddler that ever existed. The Great Re- 
publio ia not only tho protootor but tho 
baokor of evory ono of the lesBer republicB 
whenever It chooaea to pick a quarrel with a 
foreign country or to repudiate its national 
obligations. 

Is it not pretty near time that the world 
knew what this Monroo Doctrine really 
means, whab authority It has, on what that 
authority ia baaed and how far ib extends 2 
Talk of arbitration 1 There aro many ques- 
tions involved in this Monroe Dootrino, aDd 
very important ones too, that greatly nood 
to be arbitrated upon. Our American con- 
temporaries, who are ao vory euro thab tho 
Monroe Dootrino requirea Greab Britain to 
submit ita disputo with Vonezuola to arbi- 
tration, ahould first havo the Monroo Doo- 
trino itBelf made tho eubjoct of arbitration. 
They might, after a decision waa arrivod at, 
know what thoy are talking about when 
they invoke that mysterious dootrino, which 
is more than most of thorn do now. 

CHINESE IGNORANCE. 

An Englishman, who had enjoyed poraon- 
al intercourse with tho very higheab olass of 
tho Chinese uobillty, tho members of tho 
Taung-li- Yamon, or Board of Foreign Rela 
tions. waa not by any means struck with 
tho liberality of thoir views or the extent of 
thoir intelligence. Ho was, In fact, aur 
prised to find these very high officials, who 
porformod euah important duties, so nar 
row-minded and so ill-informed. Ho says 

1 was granted during my stay at Peking 
the favor of an interview with the Tsung-ll- 
Yamon — a favor, I boliovo, never before 
granted to a foreigner enjoying no cllioial 
position— and during a oouplo of hoars I 
had tho honor of discussing with their Ex 
collonoiea somo of tho burning questions of 
tho day. Tho strongoat impreaaion whioh I 
carried away with mo waB thab tho whole 
world of thought in whioh tho Western 
mind is trained and Uvea Booms to bo aa alien 
to tho Chinese mind as tho language which 
no spouk. Tho wisdom of their sagea, 
which ia tho Alpha and Omega of their 
vaunted education, conslsta of unoxcoption 
able aphorlsma, which have about aB muoh 
inlluunoo on thoir actions aa the excollent 
oommonplaoes which in tho days of our 
youth we have all copied out to improve our 
oaligraphy had in moulding our own oharao- 
tors. History, goography, the achievements 
of modern solenoo, tho lessons of political 
economy, tho conditions whioh govern 
tho policy of Western SbatoB, the 
influence of publio opinion, of the Press, of 
Parliamentary institutions, aro worda whioh 
convoy no real meaning to their oars. Ib Is 
Ufloleas to appeal to feollngs of honor or of 
patriotism, which, if they exist at all, take 
an entirely different and to us inexplicable 
shape, and it la equally vain to quote bho 
boaahlngfl of political history, for outside of 
thoir own immodiato oxperlenoo iblaaaealed 
book to them. Their Excellencies talk glibly 



of the balance of power in Europe, bu^ Aus- 
tria atill seems to be hopelessly mixed up in 
their minds with Holland, and of the two 
bhe latter at any rate still oooupieB as a 
aolonlal Power by far tho higher position. 
An incidental reference to Tunis elioited the 
facb that they had never realized the exist- 
ence of suoh a atate, or of an African empire 
of France, though they had acquired aome 
Information with regard to the position tf 
Egypt, apparently from French Bourcea. 
Nor ia it easy to treat queafciona oven of 
material development with mlniatera, ono I f 
whom deliberately maintained that China's 
immunity from railway* had been the salva- 
tion of Peking during the recent war. 

Thla writer oomea to tho oonoluaion that 
outside ita offioial relations with foreign re- 
presentative*, the Chineso world knows 
nothing and wants to know nothing of the 
Western world. Their hatred of BtraDg- 
ora waB very visible undor tho thin veneer of 
offioial politeness. " No mandarin," he aaye, 
"can frequenb a foreigner's houBe withoub ex 
poaing himself to suspicion and obloquy. 
Tho whole atmosphore of Peking ia satura- 
ted with hatred ond oontompb of the for- 
eigner, and the atroob urohlnB who shout op- 
probrious epitbeta and fling mud and atones 
from a safe distance at him aB he passes, 
merely have tho youthful oourago of opin- 
ions whioh their eldero only venture to be- 
tray by a sullen Boowi or a muttered impre- 
cation." 

So groat Ib the hatrod of tho Chineao people 
to atrangera thab powerful offioials aro 
afraid to Invito a foreigner insido thoir 
houses with ,ut cautioning him nob to como 
In a chair or on horseback, bub in a dosed 
Peking cart, leab public curloBity ahould 
be aroused and his hosb " loeo face " with 
hia neighbors. This being tho case, it ia no 
wonder that foreigners know bub littlo of the 
inner life and prlvato opinions of tho Chinese, 
and thab the Chinese, oven of tho higher class, 
aro so badly informed as to tho oustoma and 
waya of thinking of foreignera.

Ab extreme low tide 
she lies, it is said, with hor bow allowing 
four feet out of tho water, with about twenty 
feoc of her forward keel roBting oasily on tho 
rookB andheratern afloat indeepwator. In tho 
offort to release hor from the rooks the Lome 
pulled anem, while tho Rithot and Van- 
couver succeeded pretty well in rolling the 
vessel on her keel. The strain on the ves- 
sel can bo imaginod when it is stated that 
bho Lome's big six-inch ropo hawser 
anapped while sho was pulling astern. After 
tugging for nearly an hour tho fruitlosBnoss 
of oho attompt was roulizsd, and as tho tide 
waa beginning to render the effort still more 
difficult, it waa decided to abandon furthor 
oporationa nntil to-day at about noon. In 
the meanwhile scows will bo placed on 
olthor Bide of tho Quadra, to which chainB 
running undor tho bow of tho atoam- 
wilL be attached and othor pre- 
paration made. At utven o'olook this 
morning tho Lome will return to tho dis- 
abled steamer, and it will, ib is thought, 
stay by her until she roaches EBqulmalt. 
Though tho Quadra's steel platoa are very 
thin they are aaid to be uninjured, and the 
hope ia that no southwestor or northeaster 
will ariBO to do them injury, for if they 
eome, the Quadra's condition would be 
dangorouB in the extreme, Capb. Gaudin, 
Agent of Marine and Fisheries, remained by 
tho ship prebty much all of yesterday, hut 
besides the presence of officials and steam- 
boat men there were many who went out 
from tho oity. How the ship met 
with the mishap has beon discussed 
by the knowing and the unknowing, bub 
eteamboab men who have occaaion to pacs 
the plaoe almost daily speak of the dangers 
of tho locality and of tho similarity of Ful- 
ford reef to that of Trial island when en- 
countered in a thiok fog such as prevailed 
on Friday last. The apeed of tho ateamor 
at tho time when sho struck la probably tho 
only part of bhe disaster whioh aeoma to 
be criticized, for it Is stated in unauthorita 
tlve quarters that Bhe waa going botween a 
ten and twelve knob speed. 

DEPARTURE OK THE " VICTORIA.' 

When the Northern Pacific steamship 
Vlotoria, on route to the Orient, arrived 
from tho Sound yesterday, she did not berth 
as UBual at the outer wharf, but lay ab 
anohor in the Straits. Thia waB owiDg to 
the trouble whioh tho Northern Paoifio 
Steamship Company have had with tho Am 
erican government after they had dispatched 
their last ship from Victoria. Then, aa will 
be remembered, a Chinaman waa arrested 
aboard and detainod ponding trial for theft. 
The warrant for the urresb was issued by a 
looal justice of tho poaco and sworn to by a 
Victoria Coleatial. Tho prisoner, who hap 
pened to be under deportation from tho 
United States, in the course of time came up 
in oourt,bubbhocomplainanbnever appeared, 
and in oonsequonco ho had to be liberated. 
While here yesterday the Vlotoria 
oaivod 45 Chinese, 10 Japanese one white 
steerage and oue saloon passenger from a 
tender which went out to meet hor.

Sho brought down 
7,012 cisob ot Balmon, but of thia amount 
1,900 caseB wero discharged into tho ship 
Sardhana, looding on tho FraBer for Eng 
land, and 1 ,000 caseB woro landed at a cm 
nery on the FraBer to await shipment on an 
other voasel. River's Inlot was as far North 
as tho BoBcowltz had been and she conBe- 
ipntly brought few passengers, these being 
(Japt. and Mrs. J. D Warren, and Mrs.

PRIVATE BILLS. 



TO avoid misapprehension on tho part of 
porsons who propose to introduce Privato 
Bills at tho next session of tho Legislature, tho 
Speakor has directed tho publication of tho 
following ruling, which oxplains the distinct' 
lvo character of such measures: 

Kvory BUI for tho particular Interest or ben 
eflt of any poison or peiaons is treated in Par 
llsment us a Prlvuto Bill. Whether it bo for 
tho interest of an individual, a public company 
or corporation, a city or municipality, or other 
locality, it Is equally distinguished from a 
measure of public polloy, in which tho whole 
community aro interested; acd thia distinc- 
tion is marked by tho solicitation of Privato 
Bills by tho parties thomsolves whoso interests 
aro concorned. By tho standing ordors of tho 
Houso all Privato Bills, or Bills to amond the 
samo, aro required to bo brought in upon peti- 
tion, and tho pnymont of fees by tho promoters 
is an indispensable condition to thoir progroes. 
Public Bills to amend Privato Bills can bo in 
troducod by a mombor of tho Government, but 
not by a private member.

CUBAN FILIBUSTERS. 

The Men apprehended In the Bahamas to Be 
Tried Summarily I)y tho BritlBli 
Authorities. 

Washington, Oct. 2G.— It waa on ac- 
count of the aotivity of Mlniotor Dupuy do 
Lome, Spanish representative in Washing- 
ton City, that tho large bands of Cubans 
charged in Delaware with being filibusters 
have been apprehonded in one of the Ba- 
hama islands. Since the acquittal at Wil- 
mington, Del., of the Cubans, tho Minister 
has received constant reporta of their move- 
ments, but took no stops towards thoir ap- 
prehension until they roaohed ono of the 
Bahama Islands and woro under the juris- 
diction of tho British authorities. Tho latter 
were quick to act on information from 
W ashloRton. and as no British war vessel 
was at tho point of the Cubin rendrzvous a 
ship was ordered to proceed from Jumaioa. 
The capture waa effected without difficulty, 
and tho prisoners taken to Nassau, where 
they will bo tried by the British in a sum- 
mary way.

INTERESTING MINING MATTERS- 

Rush to Lulu Island— lilt,' Strike Near Nakusp 
— Registrations at New Westminster. 

Westminster, Oct. 26. — (Speolal) — Stak 
log still continues at Lulu island and a large 
area of ground from the gulf inland has been 
gone over. No new developments of inter 
est have taken plaoe. Property owners are 
having bonda preparod by Westminster and 
Vancouver lawyors to protect thorn against 
loea by prospeotors. There will be a great 
rush to the Lulu island gold well to morrow, 
and several rofroehmenb booths will beereot- 
ed, as the hotel accommodation will bo 
utterly inadequate. 

A private letter was reooived in the city 
to-day stating that gold had been struck in 
large quantities near Nakusp and that the 
town was deserted In tho excited rush for 
tho scone ofjthe discovery. 

Tho construction of a 530,000 gold 
dredger was completed to-dSy for the B. C. 
Gold Dredging Co. by the B.C. Iron Works. 
It is said to be a triumph of modern mining 
maohinery. 

This morning tho government tigont'a of- 
fice was packod with miners taking out 
claims to proapect Lulu island. Many of 
thern claim that a gold bolt underlies all 
tho Delta bolow Westminster. Dooom- 
posed quartz which assayed very high was 
found at a depth of ,S00 feet.

Vancouver, Oat. 26. — (Special) — Earl P. 
Stanley, a prominent mining engineer of 
San Franoikoo, in an interview with the 
Colonist correspondent to day on tho min 
eral wealth of British Columbia said that 
ho had just roturned from an extended trip 
through tho mining country of British Col- 
umbia, For professional reasons, he said, it 
would not bo wise to refer to any ono mine, 
group of mines, or section of mining country, 
but ho would speak in general terms on 
what he know of tho miniug portion of tho 
province, as he considered that the Colonist 
had done more to bring tho great mineral 
wealth of this country before tho world than 
any other paper in tho province, and what 
whs moro important, tho nowa published 
had not boon only greater in volume but 
mora aocurato than that published In tho 
oi her papers. 

" I havo," he Baid, "boon through the 
better known mining eoctionsof British Col- 
umbia over and over again, and whon I say 
that British Couimbia is tho greatest mining 
country In the world, I am prepared to 
prove it. So impressed am I with this fact 
that I havo brought my blun.^et" along with 
me, and will henceforth ba a Z^ifish Col- 
umbian. I want to bo horo and bo Matter 
known than I am to British Columbia poo 1 
pie, when tho boom la on in this Canadian 
Pacifio oountry, In about three yoarB 1 time, 
for I think the greatost mining exoitement 
pf modern times ia due to strike hero about 
then. 

" There will be some exoitemont next sum- 
mer, but It will grow in intensity until a 
long time after that. The people of thia 
provinoe cannot bo convinced of the vaot 
wealth of their mines. I have Bpont all my 
Ufa in tho close study of mining and seven 
years in the Bpeolol Btudy of low grade oreB. 
I am very much in earnest when I say that 
British Columbia has moro gold unmined 
than tho whole of tho United States bas pro- 
duced, or ever will ; and that there 1b no 
compn.tieon hetween South Afrloa and the 
Canadian Pacifio Coast. In three years 
South Africa will be ho moro r_ n d British 
Columbia will be fairly in It. Her mlnoral 
woalth will astound the world. Tho capi- 
talists who are now Investing, or 
rather over Investing, in South Afrloa 
will invest here. It U all very 
well to Biy that a burnt child dreads the 
fire, but did you ever know oi n man who 
loet at a game of chanco who did not wait 
for some oilier game with a bigger per 
oontago in hli favor that he might g«t in 
and play even. It has beon so since Adam, 
and it will bo eo to tho end. Besides that 
there are £100,000,000 sterling in London 
waiting for investment. This country has 
not boen prospeotod yet ; you are only com 
mencing. You are in the small boy-greon- 
applo stage of existence. Because tho green 
apple is tempting tho small boy eata it and 
beoomoa ill. You may follow out tho sug 
gestion. Thero are a good many sick people 
In the country jnat now. What la needed 
la British capital, and if the Provinoo does 
not got it it will continue in the green-apple 
afcige much iongor. 

'■ I am an American, born in Boston, so 
that I will not be mistaken when I say that 
tho people of Canada seem to be asleep, and 
aa for Britishers as a whole, why they are 
letting the people of Uncle Sam's dominions 
walk away with the wealth of their own 
country. People In the States look upon 
the English oharaoter as difforeut from this; 
but I havo had my eyes opened lately, A« 
soon as it 1b demonstrated that a mine is 
worth anything, in this country, you find 
it In the possession of an Amorican. The 
Engliahman comee along and Bays, ' Hello? 
here'a an egg ; I think I shall let it lio there 
and hatch,' Then tho American comes 
along, sees the egg, and without saying a 
word, runs tff with it. And yet It Is the 
Americana who have kopt thia country back 
in a groat measure for many years ; for Am 
oriosns persistently gave it out to tho world 
that British Columbia is no good, and It ia 
only the nowepapera now that are dissemin- 
ating tho news of her vaBt discovered and 
undiscovered woalth. For yeara Amerlaan 
prospectors, with no knowledge of mining 
and from $1 50 to ?(i in their jjockote, have 
boen comiDg ovir here ar.d digging little
